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ENZYMES  -  MDC 
NEW  VENTURE

Enzyme,  what  is  it? 

I  admit  my  knowledge  was  restricted  to 
the  enzymes  in  the  buttermilk  1  drink. 
However  trends  changed  over  the  last 
few  years  and  I  saw  a  steady  increase  of 
orders  for  enzymes.  I  learned,  mostly  by 
asking,  that  there  are  two  kinds  of 
enzymes  (for  the  benefit  of  our  non- 
academic  readers  of  Rapping  Paper,  like 
me)  -  one  called  the  Restriction  Enzymes 
used  to  cut  specific  sites  in  the  DNA  and 
the  other  is  called  Modified  Enzymes  to 
modify  DNA  and  RNA. 

Naturally  my  first  reaction  was  to  carry 
these  enzymes  in  stock  to  make  them 
readily  available  to  the  users  as  well  as  to 
negotiate  better  prices.  Unfortunately 
our  trial  with  one  particular  supplier  was 
not  successful. 

MDC  then  decided  on  a  unique  approach 
-  to  venture  into  a  programme  of 
consignment  selling  in  close  cooperation 
with  three  major  suppliers  -  instead  of 
one. 

We  negotiated  with  BRL,  BMC,  and 
Pharmacia  to  carry  the  commonly  used 
Enzymes  and  kits  in  both  MDC  locations, 
the  Medical  Sciences  Building  and  Best 
Institute.  The  grand  opening  was  on  May 
1,  1989  and  it  has  paid  off.  With  the 
negotiated  price,  and  the  immediate 
availability  the  requests  went  up. 

We  sold: 

■  273  units  in  May 

■  299  units  in  June 

■  328  units  in  July 

■  333  units  in  August 

Inquiries  are  pouring  in  and  we  are  now 
discussing  the  possibility  of  shipping 
enzymes  to  users  located  in  other 
buildings  and  institutions.

If  you  wish  to  use  the  services  provided 
by  Central  Services,  Internal  Accounting 
can  open  an  account  for  you.  This  same 
account  number  is  also  accepted  by 
Electron  Microscopy,  Division  of 
Comparative  Medicine,  IMS  Creative 
Communications,  and  Technical 
Services  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

We  offer  two  types  of  accounts, 
encumbrance  and  direct  billing  to 
customers  with  funds  within  the 
University  of  Toronto: 

■  The  encumbrance  method  gives  you 
full  control  on  expenditures  by  limiting 
committed  funds  for  a  fiscal  period. 
However  it  is  important  to  ensure 
sufficient  funds  are  encumbered.  For 
accounts  in  overdraft,  a  $50.00  monthly 
service  charge  is  applied  for  each  month 
the  account  remains  in  overdraft. 

■  The  direct  billing  method  gives  you 
the  convenience  and  reduces 
administrative  workload  by  debiting 
your  free  balance  once  a  month. 
Currently,  over  45%  of  our  internal 
customers  have  switched  to  the  direct 
billing  method. 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  period,  the 
accounts  are  closed,  and  a  renewal  must 
be  completed  to  establish  a  new 
encumbrance  or  to  continue  the  direct 
billing  account. 

For  customers  without  funds  within  the 
University  of  Toronto,  i.e.  hospitals, 
government  or  non-profit  sector,  you  can 
send  us  a  blanket  purchase  order  or 
letter  of  credit  from  your  organization. 
If  you  qualify  for  any  tax  exemption,  we 
require  a  copy  of  your  tax  exemption 
certificate. 

Any  inquiries  regarding  setting  up  new 
accounts  or  finding  out  the  status  of  your 
existing  account.  Internal  Accounting  is 
located  in  rooms  6/7  McMurrich 
Building  or  we  can  be  reached  at

Research  Office,  Faculty  of  Medicine 
Quick  Facts 


Associate  Dean,  Research:  Dr.  Martin  J. 
Hollenberg 

The  Research  Office  was  established  in  1981 
at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  the  first 
Associate  Dean  for  Research.  At  that  time  the 
Office  provided  Research  Administration 
services  to  approximately  400  investigators  in 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

Today,  some  1500  investigators  now  seek  our 
services.  The  ultimate  goal  of  the  Research 
Office  is  to  facilitate  and  advance  research  in 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  Therefore  one  of  our 
primary  objectives  is  to  provide  information  on 
funding  sources  and  to  help  investigators 
access  these  sources.  More  recently,  we  took 
a  bold  step  to  try  to  help  organize  large  groups 
of  investigators  into  centres  of  research  in  a 
specific  field  so  that  we  would  be  able  to 
access  funding  that  is  geared  to  large  groups 
and  programs  in  these  fields.  In  late  1987  we 
organized  the  Research  Office  into  two 
divisions  -  an  Office  of  Research  Development 
with  Eileen  Deutsch  as  Coordinator  and  an 
Office  of  Research  Administration  with 
Rosalind  Bugala  as  Coordinator. 

Research  Development 

This  division  coordinates  all  aspects  of 
Research  Development  for  the  Faculty.  This 
involves  helping  with  developing  major  new 
research  initiatives  such  as  the  Centre  for 
Research  in  Neurodegenerative  Diseases,  the 
Centre  for  Drug  Safety  Research,  the  Centre 
for  Health  Promotion,  the  Cardiovascular 
Research  Centre  and  many  others.  This 
includes  planning,  proposal  development,  fund 
development,  budget  preparation,  space 
development,  public  relations  and  marketing. 

More  recently,  we  have  become  involved  in 
university/industry  issues  and  are  currently 
developing  a  strategy  for  enhancing  and 
fostering  university/industry  relationships. 

A  recent  addition  to  the  Research  Develop¬ 
ment  Division,  the  Senior  Development  Officer 
for  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  provides  private 
fundraising  "know  how”  to  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  with  special  emphasis  during  the  first 
year  on  the  six  Faculty  of  Medicine  Break¬ 
through  projects.  The  Senior  Development 
Officer  also  identifies  prospective  donors,  plans 
and  implements  appeals,  recruits  volunteers 
and  organizes  special  events.  At  present,  we 
are  currently  involved  in  compiling  a  database 
of  research  interests  of  pharmaceutical 
companies  which  will  be  made  available  to 
investigators  in  the  fall. 

Research  Administration 

Research  Administration  is  the  service  section 
of  the  Faculty  Research  Office.  With  three  full¬ 
time  staff  and  two  part-time  staff,  this  section 
provides  research  services  to  approximately 
1500  investigators  located  on  campus  and  in 
the  hospitals. 

The  coordinator  provides  executive  assistance 
to  Dr.  Flollenberg  by  giving  investigative  and 
planning  support.  Responsibilities  include  the 
analysis  of  research  funding  within  the  health 
sciences  complex  and  producing  a  synopsis  of 
research  activity  for  the  Faculty. 


Staff  members  are  experienced  in  helping 
scientists  with  the  process  of  submitting  their 
grant  applications  through  the  authorization 
stages  required  by  the  agency  and  Univer¬ 
sity.  We  hope  our  efforts  make  the  authori¬ 
zation  procedure  easier  and  less  time 
consuming.  All  applications  that  will  be 
administered  at  U  of  T  are  reviewed  to 
ensure  that  the  agency  and  University 
requirements  are  covered.  These  applica¬ 
tions  require  the  signature  of  Dean  Dirks 
which  is  given  in  our  office.  We  provide  an 
application  flow  chart  and  a  check  list  that  is 
very  helpful. 

The  Research  Bulletin  which  is  sent  to 
researchers  in  the  Faculty  lists  the  up¬ 
coming  deadline  dates  (Canada  and  U.S.) 
and  keeps  investigators  up-to-date  on 
current  information  and  guidelines  from  more 
than  200  agencies.  It  also  reports  the  results 
of  special  competitions  and  additional 
information  about  research  that  will  interest 
the  research  community.  In  fact,  the 
Research  Bulletin  is  our  way  of  telling  the 
scientific  community  what  is  going  on  in  the 
world  of  research  funding  sources.  We  also 
keep  an  up-to-date  supply  of  application 
forms  and  guidelines  from  all  the  major 
granting  agencies.  When  investigators  call 
us  to  inquire  about  an  item  in  the  Research 
Bulletin,  we  can  usually  send  the  forms  and 
information  that  he/she  will  need.  Of  course 
investigators  may  call  us  at  any  time  to  get 
information  and  counselling  regarding 
funding  opportunities. 

The  Grant  Application  Guide  is  another  aid 
for  researchers.  It  is  in  a  green  binder  and 
contains  all  investigators  and  their  staff  need 
to  know  to  process  a  grant  application.  The 
sections  include  Writing  a  Research 
Proposal,  Budgeting  Aids,  Authorization  and 
Procedures,  Hospital  Procedures,  ORA 
Information,  Funding  Sources  (a  year  at  a 
glance)  and  Congratulations  -  Now  What. 

Another  publication,  Research  Events,  which 
gives  an  up-to-date  listing  of  all  the  seminars 
and  lectures  that  are  of  interest  to  members 
of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  research  commu¬ 
nity  is  produced  every  two  weeks.  Research 
Fax  is  another  of  our  publications.  If  investi¬ 
gators  want  to  know  the  fax  numbers  of  their 
colleagues,  then  this  publication  will  be 
useful. 

We  also  maintain  a  database  on  research 
funding  in  the  Health  Sciences  Centre  at  U 
of  T.  Apart  from  providing  analysis  for 
planning  purposes  and  reports  required  by 
various  outside  organizations,  the  scientific 
classification  section  can  help  the  research 
community  locate  other  members  of  the 
Faculty  who  are  involved  in  specific  areas  of 
research.  This  section  also  helps  us  answer 
questions  from  the  public,  provide  experts  to 
the  media  and  identify  investigators  in 
specific  areas  when  we  get  information 
regarding  targeted  funding.  We  will  be 
improving  our  ability  to  do  this  by  adding  the 
research  interests  of  investigators  which  are 
now  being  collected  via  a  new  database 
called  the  BEST  Canada  Database.
